a cage by a neighbor. 
I induced the 
neighbor to set them fr« *e, and, apparent­ 
ly to reward me, th« >y took up their 
abode in the tall cottonwoods and pop­ 
lars about th« * lawn, but more likely be- 
eause the neighbor had no large trees. 
While they remained an occasional wild 
sq uirrel would call or spenii the day in 
th« ; great tre« ;swith my tame ones. But 
th« ; villainous pot hunter and his w orth­ 
less cur d« *stroy ed my pets and drove the 
visitors back to their wild state. 
The gray sq uirr« ;l is not as provident 
as the litth; ground sq uirrel, who toils 
through the long day s of summer and 
fall to provide himself a home and lay 
up a store for w inter use. 
What little 
the gray sq uirrel does lay by for a rainy 
day is not stored in his den, but scatter 
ed hi>r<* and there about tin; woods, like 
the prudent housewife afraid to put all 
the eggs in one bask« *t. 
I learned from my tame sq uirrels 
their method of hiding nuts. The nut is 
carri« *« ! in the mouth, and some time 
and thought art; given to the selection 
of a likely place to hide it. 
When the 
spot is finally decided upon, a hole the 
size of the nut is dug in the ground, the 
nut thrust in and pushed down hard 
with the nose, a little earth pressed and 
patted down, and leaves or grass tossed 
about 111 the most natural way . 
After 
a snowfall tlmir tracks will be found in 
every direction, from the den trees to 
all parts of the wood. 
Following these 
trails, one will find many litth* holes 
in th« * snow where hidden nuts have 
been dug up.—J H. Kennedy iu Har 
p« *r’s Magazine.

As our Rockford special despatch 
ast evening announced, our fellow citi­ 
zen John D. Crabtree: Judge Shaw , of 
Mt. C arroll and Judge 
C arver, of 
Rockford, the present incumbents, were 
nominated by the Republican conven­ 
tion which assembled at Rockford yes­ 
terday, there being no opposition as 
Judges to be voted for at the coming 


judicial election. 
In another place in 
this paper we give press opinions of 
the candidates. 
It may be well to ex­ 
plain that as there is doubt as to the 
constitutionality of the judicial re-ap­ 
portionment recently made by our leg­ 
islature, there were two conventions 
held bv the same delegates yesterday. 
On account of the uncertainty referred 
to there came instructions from the 
State Republican committee that there 
should be two conventions 
held, and 
candidates were nominated under the 
old and new law. On the principle that 
the politicians eould ’‘H it it if a deer 
and miss it if a calf,” therefore three 
candidates were nominated for the old 
Thirteenth as well as for the new dis­ 
trict. 
Th e judges first named above 
were nominated under the old law. 
A fter that convention adjourned the 
delegates re-organized as required un­ 
der the new law, should it hold 
good. 
Th e new Fifteenth district w ill be com­ 
posed of the counties of JoD aviess, 
C arroll, Stephenson, Ogle 
and Lee. 
W hiteside andW innebago being placed 
in other districts under the new law. 
Therefore the second convention placed 
Jam es II. Baum e, of Galena, 
in place 
of Judge G arver, the latter being out 


of this district if the supreme court 
hold that the late reapportionment w ill 
go into force before the election. 
In 
that case republicans w ill at theeoming 
election in this the fifteenth district, 
vote for Judges Crabtree, Shaw and 


Baume. 
At the convention ye-terday the only 
contest was in tilling the probable va­ 
cancy caused by placing Jud g e G arver 
in another district; Ogle county plac­ 
ing II. A. Sm ith in nomination; Steph- 
ensbn following with J. H. Stearns,and 
JoD aviess w ith Jas. S. Baum , the lat­ 
ter receiving the nomination. 
R. H. McClennan of Jo Daviess nom­ 


inated Jam es S. Baume. 
Hon. H. F. Aspinw all of Stephenson 
presented the name of J. H . Stearns. 
Mr. Zick of Polo placed H. A. Sm ith 


in nomination. 
The first ballot resulted: 
Sm ith 2<>, 
Stearns 25, Baum e 21, but the formal 
ballot resulted for 
Baume, 38 to 34. 
Jo Daviess gave her vote to Baum e on 
both 
ballots 
and 
Stephenson 
for 
Stearns. 
Ogle gave Sm ith her 17, 
then divided them 9 for Baum e and 8 
for Steaus. 
C arroll scattered at first, 
then gave Baum e 7, Stearns 4.

nominated in one day. 
H e appre­ 
ciated the exalted office of Judge. 
No 
duty was 
more im portant or more 
pregnant with good or harm. 
To sat­ 
isfy the ideals of the people and the 
bar would fill his highest ambition. 
Judge Shaw said his own practice 
did not extend so far back as many 
but it covered a period of a great 
change in the law. 
Th e old questions 
were over the personal rights of the 
individual and the relations of citizens.

are reproduced in the vellum finished 
paper, w hich is at present very popular, 
and in the regular linen finish paper also 
much used. The satin finish is used, too, 
in white, cream, azure and granite. 
“ Both the address and monogram are 
seen at the head of tlie fashionable 
woman’s note paper. In monograms the 
latest and most popular thing is a small 
die with illuminated background. Those 
can be finished in any number of colors 
or combinations, and when the address 
is used on the same sheet with the mon­ 
ogram it is stamped in the metal or 
color of the outline of the monogram. 
“ The proper size of ladies’ correspond­ 
ence paper is octavo. 
The billet and 
small billet are used for acknowledg­ 
ments, acceptances ;*“ d regrets. 
For 
this purpose white * r cream heavy­ 
weig ht vellum is used. 
“ Calling cards vary little in a general 
way from year to year, though each 
season some slig ht changes in their style 
may be noted. 
Last year the thin, flex­ 
ib le ‘two sheet’ card was de rigueur, 
but there is a general return this winter 
to the heavier, more elegant ‘three j 
sheet’ card of decided firmness. The ob­ 
vious reason for the adoption of the j 
thin card was its convenience when a 
great number had to be carried in the 
caldcase, 
“ The sizes of ca lling cards remain 
about the same.

Philip Gilbert Hamerton was, during 
his childhood, the victim of a severe 
and cruel discipline.

T H E M O S T ICY S P OT. 


W erk oja nk, .Siberia, I* th e C oldest R eg ion 
o f t he Globe. 
The coldest region of the globe, that 
of Wcrkojank, in Siberia, where the low­ 
est temperature of —9 0 degrees F. has 
been observed, and tlie mean of J anuary 
is — 18 degrees F ., is inhabited by about 
10,500 persons of the J akut and Lamut 
races. In a large part of tin* region, ac­ 
cording to th* 
representation of Mr. 
Sergius Kovalik, in the bulletin of the 
Geographical society of Irkutsk, the air j 
is so dry and winds are so ran* that the j 
intensity of the (‘old is not fully realized, f 
Farther east there are som* times terri- j 
bl<* storms. 
In th« * summer time the ! 
temperature sometimes rises to 86 d e - i 
glees F. m the shade, while it freezes 
at night. 
The latter part of this season 
is often marked by copious rains and ex* 
tensive inundations. 
Vug* tation is scanty. 
There are no 
trees, only meadows. 
The people hunt 
fur bearing animals, fish and raise cat­ 
tle and reindeer. 
It requires about 
eig ht cows to support a family, four be­ 
ing milked in th** summer and two in 
the winter. 
The cattle are fed hay in 
the w inter and arc allowed to go out oc­ 
casionally when it is not too cold, their 
teats being carefully covered up with 
felt. 
Milk is the principal food, occa­ 
sionally supplemented with hares, which 
are quite abundant. 
The houses are of

But little is done in rent­ 
ing tents in winter, though occasionally 
a large tent is rented for a cornerstone 
laying or some public ceremony, and in 
these modern days such tents are some­ 
time steam heated, th** pipes being sup­ 
plied with steam from portable boilers.

Mrs. Elizabeth Aiken, who is Au nt 
Lizzie to the Baptist denomination, had 
her eightieth birthday party on Wednes­ 
day evening. Dr. William M. Lawrence 
presided at the celebration in the Second 
Baptist chu rch. 
Mrs. Aiken belongs to the very oldest 
of the comers to Fo rt Dearborn, and 
w ith her will pass into history many of 
the incidents of the religiou s beginnings 
in Chicago and Illinois. 
There are not 
more than two or three men and women 
living whose wo rk began w ith hers. 
Mrs. Aiken came from an ancestry 
of Baptists. 
One of her first recol­ 
lections is that of standing with her 
grandfather in the cou rthou se of A u ­ 
bu rn, N. Y., and singing hymns at the 
services held by the denomination in the 
pu blic bu ilding in the absence of a 
chu rch. 
She was born in that city in 
18 17. 
Her m o ther’s nam e was Ward. 
It was from this stock that the Revolu ­ 
tion got several of its best generals. 
Her mother led the choir in the first 
chu rch in Au bu rn. 
H er father was a 
pillar in the chu rch, and from the very 
beginning the you ng woman, who aft­ 
erward become the famou s missionary, 
was su rrou nded w ith religiou s influ ­ 
ences. 
Mrs. Aiken w as a girl in the days of 
« pinning and home weaving. 
She did 
no t like this work, having been spoiled 
by life in the city. 
She preferred the

« chools, and she became the head of her 
class in the district 
She was always 
high in spelling and geography, hu t at 
the very bottom in arithmetic. 
It does 
not appear at this time that she was 
filled with religiou s sentiment, and 
she confesses that the first time she 
resolved to devote her life to missionary 
work was at the deathbed of her grand­ 
mother, whose last words were a plea 
to her to give her time to the chu rch. 
She k< pt her promise, and in December, 
thro u gh a hole cu t in the ice, she was 
bapti/A'd and installed as a member in 
the Baptist chu rch of Au bu rn. 
Miss 
A therto n— her maiden name was Ather­ 
to n— was cou rted and won by Cyru s 
Aiken. They w’ere married in 18 37. He 
was a sedate man, nine years older than 
his bride and fu ll of the western fever. 
Some of his relatives had settled on 
Rock river, in Illinois. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Aiken w’ent to Boston on the wedding 
to u r and then started for fame and fo r­ 
tu ne in the west. 
Chicago did not offer the slightest 
hope to settlers, and Mr. and Mrs. Aiken 
decided to pu sh on west to Grand De­ 
tou r, on the Rock river. 
They engaged 
places on the Chicago stage and started 
thro u gh the sea of mu d. There were no 
bridges over the streams, and when they 
reached Grand Detou r they fou nd it ex­ 
isted mostly in name. There were three 
hou ses—all log. 
Au nt Lizzie met the wou nded from 
Fo rts Henry and Donelsou as the boat 
landed at Shawneetown. 
She went to 
Padu cah, Ky., which had 11 hospitals 
a t that time, and was practically in 
charge of St. M ark’s, which was the 
Baptist chu rch u nder ano ther name. It 
held 500 wou nded men. 
The disabled 
fro m the field of Shiloh were added to 
this colony. 
She was so su ccessfu l in this work 
th at she was in demand wherever there 
w ere wou nded, and this was nearly over 
I the entire sou th. 
She went from Padu - 
|eah to Memphis. She seemed to have no 
tho u ght for herself, and in the thick of 
the charity she herself fell a victim to 
exposu re and was a patient in Memphis 
for fou r weeks. 
Au nt Lizzie began her w’ork in this 
|city for the You ng M en’s Christian as­ 
sociation. 
She was placed in charge of 
the 
refu ge. 
The salary was $25 a 
month, bu t it was as mu ch as she asked. 
[This lasted for two years, and the money 
to keep the mission going was exhau st­ 
ed. 
She established a system of moth- 
lers’ meetings, at which poor women 
[were tau ght the art of sewing and self 
assistance. In the fall of 18*57 she began 
[work foi the Second Baptist chu rch, be- 
[ing missionary f< r the Su nday school, 
lit was bei ta>k to go ou t into the street» 
and homes and search for children who 
had never been brou ght u nder chu rch 
[influ ences. 
She distribu ted clothing to 
pthe poor and food to the hu ngry and 
•ontmu ed in this work as lu ng as lit.1 
physical strength last.-d. 
A u nt Lizzie live.-at 28 1 Monroe street 
|and i- in good health for one who lias 
pas.-ed thro u gh as many years and as 
inu ch work as she. 
Sin is alone in the 
jworld, all the children having died 
many years ago and in their infancy,

A recent fashion in hairdressing is 
stingu ished by its most singu lar and 
msu al origin. 
It has been adopted to 
eserve the* sanity of the fair women 


qo have had recou rse t o it 
Mental 
lance, as it has long been su spected 
d recently strongly affirmed by physi­ 


cians of repu te, is almost always inju red 
and frequ ently u tterly u ndermined by 
the w earing of hairpins. 
And now that the tru th is ou t women 
have shown that tlu re is at least one ab­ 
su rd feminine cu stom to which they are 
not so indissolu bly bou nd by vanity that 
they mu st forever cling to it. 
And the 
very natu ral wish to retain one’s reason 
has been the means of abolishing the 
steel hairpin. 
The head, argu e the scientists who 
have made a stu dy of this m atter, is the 
most sensitive portion of a w o m an’s 
anatomy and the one which she fre­ 
qu ently abu ses the most violently. 
She 
is qu ite likely to fix u pon a nerve center 
as the permanent spot for doing her 
coils of hair or persistently to jab with 
an u gly hairpin 
the regions which 
shou ld be kept free from the slightest 
tou ch. 
The back of the head is one of 
the most sensitive of places, yet from 
the time a woman first wears long gowns 
u ntil she dies she willfu lly ignores and 
defies this sensitiveness. 
is it any wonder, then, continu e the 
physicians, that women shou ld have be­ 
come 
co nstitu tio nally rattle brained, 
that their reasoning power shou ld be far 
inferior to that of men and that tho u ­ 
sands of them shou ld be committed to 
madhou ses every year? These cau ses are 
calamities not 
invariably referred to 
their proper cau ses, and it is safe to say 
that a very large proportion of them are 
attribu table to the deadly hairpin. 
When women were first confronted 
w ith the statem ent of their u nconsciou s 
sinning against themselves, they asked 
a trifl** indignantly what cou ld take the 
place of the hairpin if it were once 
abolished. 
Su rely it wou ld be impossi­ 
ble for self respecting women of middle 
age to parade the streets with their 
scanty hair in pigtails. 
This was ad­ 
mitted, and for a time the m atter did 
look rather du biou s. 
It was su ggested that 
all women 
m ight cu t off their hair and wear it in 
short, loose cu rls. 
This, again, did not 
appeal to the dignified majo rity, and so 
the following compromise was hit u pon: 
The hair was to be combed loosely back 
from the forehead pompadou r style. At 
the back it was to be arranged in a loose 
yet cleverly arranged knot and cau ght 
in place with a single two pronged, 
blu nt edged shell comb. 
When tried, this arrangement was 
fou nd to work admirably. 
The absence 
of steel hairpins made headaches more 
and more infrequ ent and the daily coif­ 
fu re a delightfu l and gleefu lly antici­ 
pated process. 
On the other hand, the 
presence of the shell comb was hardly 
noticeable and < omtribu ted not at all to 
the w earer’s discomfort. 
And finally 
the new method was fou nd to be more 
becoming than any coiffu re that had 
been devised in years. It will u ndo u bt­ 
edly be adopted by thou sands of women 
who will rejoice to exclu de the steel 
hairpins from their homes forever.—
